Two score years ago John H. Pat­ 
terson acquired control of the Na­ 
tional Cash Register Company which 
had purchased from James Rltty, a 
poor Inventor, the patent on the cash 
register, 
Patterson paid $6,000 for 
the plant that w'as located In a room 
50 by IOO feet and then had but six 
employes. 
From a baby frowned upon by bus­ 
iness men who refused to desert their 
trusted cash drawers for the new 
tangled register, It has grown into a 
giant, of the Industrial world. 
In contrast with its humble begin­ 
ning also is the growth of the Dillon, 
Read and Company, a firm until a few 
years ago, practically unknown on 
the street. 
Wall Street lifted an apprehensive 
eyebrow last spring when Clarence 
Dillon, the 43 year old head of the 
company, outbid the Morgan Sr Co., 
Interests for the Dodge Brothers prop­ 
erty, paying $146,000,000 in cash. 
Since then "The Street" has learn­ 
ed to expect the unusual from Dil­ 
lon and his aides. 
The company was 
mentioned a few days ago as direct­ 
ing the combination of four or five 
large banking institutions Into what 
might be the world's largest bank. 
In purchasing this interest in the 
National Cash Register Company, Dil­ 
lon and bls partners have accomp­ 
lished 
something 
which 
financiers 
bave attempted to bring about since 
the death of Patterson in 1922. 
Banking circles agreed it was the 
greatest stroke of industrial financ­ 
ing during the year of 1925 second 
only to the company’s purchase of the 
Dodge interests.

H ERE i* something inspiring in the patriotic action of 
the French laborer who lias just sent fifteen francs, 
representing a day’s wages, to the French Finance Minister 
as his mite in liquidating the country’s national debt. 
He 
promises to repeat the process by setting aside a similar sum 
. every week and he hopes that his example will be followed . 
if.* hundreds of thousands of his fellow workers and bv many 
whose pro-rata sacrifices would yield a substantial amount. 
In spite of the enormous drain on France for the re­ 
habilitation of her devastated regions, the upkeep of her 
defense service, lier adventure into the Ruhr and other large 
outgoings, no one bas ever questioned her solvency in spite 
of the fact that there was serious danger of repudiation of 
her last short term loans. A Nation which paid off the huge 
indemnity demanded by Germany after the France-Prussian 
War with a celerity that amazed the world would again 
make similar sacrifices it the imagination of her people was 
t« uched. 
The trouble is that France has grown distrustful 
of her leaders and she has not been able to assure herself 
that any of the suggested plans for putting her finances 
into good order offers confident expectation 
of 
success. 
France has been flirting with one plan after another and en­ 
joying the parliamentary maneuvers that have been a neces­ 
sary corollary of the frequent changes of leaders. 
The French, who have a world-wide reputation as a 
thrifty people, have also the caution that is associated with 
prudence and saving 
If the heart of the French people 
can be moved and their sense of patriotism stirred, mil­ 
lions of francs of savings would soon be forthcoming and 
there would be no more talk of tax evasion and prosecution 
for shirking civic payments. 
Italy has already displayed 
something ct this spirit. 
In England the present Prime 
Minister made a noble act of sacrifice by a voluntary capital 
levy of his own wealth for the benefit of the State. 
It may be that the act of the French laborer may start 
a movement that will bring his country to a fuller realiza­ 
tion of the danger of their present financial position and a 
knowledge of their resnonsibilities.

Tho fast for the cure of catarrh 
m ay be continued for a long or a 
short period of 
time, depending 
upon tho vitality' of tho patient, and 
upon tho am ount of .surplus nour­ 
ishment in tho form of liesh he 
carries. 
I would a d \ise a fasting 
regimen that consists of complete 
abstin< nee from all nourishment, 
liquid or solid, hut copious water 
drinking should he indulged in. 
I 
would advise this to bo continued 
for two days, followed by .several 
days more of the absolute fast but 
With water taken only' when a de­ 
finite desire for it is noted. 
The 
fasting should be continued as long 
us the patient is apparently im ­ 
proving by the experience. 
For 
instance, if one is thin and weak 
naturally this fast should be very 
short, 
perhaps 
not over two to 
five days. 
If at or above normal 
weight, then it m ight be continued 
ten or oven twenty days, following 
with a breaking-fast regimen suit­ 
able to the length of the fast. 
If 
below normal weight then the milk 
diet is especially' important and It 
should be adopted. 
And in most 
instances, in changing 
from 
the 
m ilk diet, a helpful diet is one of 
m ilk and fruit, consisting of three 
m eals daily' of from one to two 
pints of very w arm milk, and with 
as much acid fruit as one desires 
to take at such meals. 
By ar.id 
fruit 
is 
m eant 
apples, 
orange#, 
peaches, pears, strawberries, black­ 
berries. etc. 
Any of 
these 
acid 
fruits can be taken with tho milk 
a t those meals. 
Take th** milk at 
different times during the meal; 
that is eat a sm all quantity' of the 
fruit and then take a glass of milk, 
alternating the foods in this m an­ 
ner. 
This diet continued for from 
seven to ten days would be of ad­ 
vantage, and if this seem s to be 
fairly agreeable it could be follow­ 
ed, whose one is above normal in 
weight, by a diet consisting of sutnik 
and sw eet fruits taken three times 
daily as desired. 
On this diet one 
m ay take any sw eet fruit that he 
especially craves. 
It is desirable 
usually to add a little of the sumlk 
to the fruit in your mouth as y-ou 
are masticating it. thus masticating 
the fruit and suinik at the sam e 
time. 
After this dietetic experience 
I would advise that you select from 
various foods that 
previous 
ex­ 
perience would indicate could be 
digested without difficulty, though 
using the greatest pocaibl earn not.
